TO TIME’S 


TRIUMPHANT MARCH! 
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Circuit Judge William S. Connor's 
appointment of James A. McKeown 
as temporary receiver for the Ham- 

ilton-Brown Shoe Co. was “most 
unusual and remarkable, to say the 
least,” attorneys for the company 
declared in a brief filed yesterday 
in the Missouri Supreme Court. 


The brief was in support of the 
company's application for a writ of 
prohibition to prevent Judge Con- 
nor and the receiver from proceed- 


ing further. A stop order has been 


issued by the Supreme Court, pend- 
its decision on the omar * ap- 
plication, 

It struck the company’s attorney 
as strange, they said in the brief, 
that Judge Connor should appoint 
a man with “no experience what- 


ever” in the shoe business in a suit 


complaining against “inexperience” 
of the shoe company’s new man- 
agement, which included several 
men thoroughly familiar with the 
industry. McKeown is president of 
the John O’Brien Boiler Works. 
In the decree itself, the brief 
continued, Judge Connor  recog- 
nized McKeown’s inexperience in 
the shoe business by directing him 
to employ an experienced man as 
manager, but to apply to the Court 
for instructions as to who was suit- 
able. William R. Gentry of the law 
firm of Watts & Gentry, represent- 
ing ‘Hamilton - Brown, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the new 


management, headed by Presley W. 
Edwards, already had employed as 


manager a practical shoe man, J. 
O. Moore. 

“Not only that,” the brief went 
on, “but the decree required the 
receiver to run around among Ham- 
ilton-Brown’s competitors in St. 
Louis and get their advice as to 
who would be a suitable man to 
select as general manager for 
Hamilton-Brown’s business. We 
have never seen nor heard of such 
a decree.” 

Court Accused of Exceeding Power. 


Another aspect of the case to 
which the company’s brief direct- 
ed attention of the higher court 
was the theory of law under which 
it said Judge Connor acted in ap- 
pointing the receiver, that a court 
of equity would appoint a receiver 
when such appointment was sole 
object of the suit. 


The brief said that Judge Con- 


nor’s decree was contrary to set- 
tled law in Missouri, appointment 
of a receiver in this State, except- 
ing in a few rare cases, being pure- 
ly ancillary to the final object 
sought and only for protection of 
property and prevention of waste. 
Judge Connor’s decree ignored in- 


dividual defendants and the cause 


of action against them, the brief 
pointed out, adding that in open 
court he had stated, in effect, that 
nothing had been proved against 
individual defendants but that he 
would hear evidence as to appoint- 
ment of a receiver, Thus, Judge 
Connor’s appointment was beyond 
his jurisdiction, the brief contended. 

The receivership suit was filed in 
August, 1936, by Ralph B. Brun- 
drett, former vice-president. and 
treasurer, holder of 50 shares of 
stock in the company, having a 
present market value between $50 
and $75. It was directed against 
the compahy and Luke E. Hart, 
then president, and Alanson C. 
Brown, then general manager. In 
addition to requesting a receiver 
for the company, it asked for ouster 
of Hart and Brown and an ac- 
counting from them, alleging mis- 
management. 

After the trial had begun four 
new directors were elected to the 
board of seven. -The new board 
elected Edwards as president, to re- 
place Hart, and chose Edward H. 
Miller to replace Hart as general 
counsel. Then Brundrett's suit was 
amended to include the allegation 
that the new management was in- 
experienced. 

Strange Belated Haste. 

“It is indeed strange,” the brief 
said, “that all through the long trial 
of this case, during much of which 
the old board of directors and Hart 
and Brown were in control of: the 
company, no emergency requiring 
appointment of a temporary receiv- 
er was discovered by the Court; but 
when those two officers were 
dropped, alleged abuses had been 
corrected and the entire case had 
been submitted the Court suddenly 
discovered that a great emergency 
existed and appointed a receiver ab- 
solutely without any experience in 
any branch of the shoe industry.” 

Another contention made in the 
brief was that even a minority 
stockholder 
shares in stock out of a total. of 
200,000 shares could not dictate pol- 
icies of a corporation against wishes 
of the majority. Without evidence 
of fraud or gross mismanagement, 
the drief argued, an equity court 
had no jurisdiction to set aside will 
of the majority and pase judgment 
on fitness of the management. The 
brief acknowledged that several 
stockholders owning shares with a 
total market value of about $2300 
had intervened on Brundrett’s side. 

As to correctness of the compa- 
ny’s course in applying for a writ of 
prohibition instead of pursuing its 
right of appeal, the brief said Ham-

“Projectiles cut through the tall 
palms of the garden and chipped 
the palace walls,” she said. “It was 
agreed we should save our ammu- 
nition to make a stand and fight 
to the last ditch if the assaulters 
broke through our first defense line 
in the garden. 

“There came a lull in the shoot- 
ing outside, and then the bodyguard 
—who held our sub-machine gun— 
went out into the darkness think- 
ing he would meet friends, but the 
invaders lured him into a ruse and 
captured him, together with our 
best defensive weapon. 

“We found our telephones cut, 
except the link to the official Gov- 
ernment buildings, which brought 
reports of fighting elsewhere in the 
city. 

“At one time it looked as though 
the loyal guard in front-of us had 
been fought to a standstill,” con- 
tinued Donna Alzyra. “The invad- 
ers began to train their fire more 
directly on the palace.” 

Just then through the single tele- 
phone came news that Maj. Joao 
Alberto Lins de Barros and Col. 
Cordeiro de Faria had massed loyal 
troops on the football field adjoin- 
ing the Fluminense Club and were 
preparing to enter the palace 
grounds. e 

“Father, who directed all the d 
fensive activities as he paced the 
corridors, flashed word to the rear 
guard detachments to open the gar- 
den gate on the Fluminense Club 
side,” she said. “The reinforce- 
ments streamed in and finally 
routed the enemy.” 

Her father, the girl said, was cool 
and calm throughout, “all fer going 
out single-handed, armed only with 
his revolver, and meeting the in- 
vaders in the garden. But the rest 
of us diplomatically dissuaded him.”

One quart Vanilla ice cream. 

Three cups strawberries. 

One-third cup granulated sugar. 

Two cups whipped cream.

Hospitals; Miss Emilie Robson, di- 


Wilson of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board. 

Dr. Daum explained to the con- 
vention methods of teaching stu- 
dent nurses. The number of ap- 
plications for student nursing posi- 
tions is increasing, he said, and 
the standard of intelligence repre- 
sented grows higher each year. She 
explained this by the fact that most 
student nurses are now chosen 
from the upper one-third of their 
high school classes, and that most 
nursing schools now require pay- 
ment of tuition. 

She told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that overeating is. virtually the 
only cause of obesity. “‘We found 
from experiments,” she said, “that 
in 95 per cent of the cases fat per- 
sons could reduce to normal weight 
by eating less food and increasing 
their activity. She found that only 
5 per cent of overweight persons 
could trace théir condition to a 
giandular disturbance. 

At a short business meeting, Miss 
Ruth M. Kahn, chief of nutrition 
at the Washington University Food 
Clinic, was elected president of the 
association for the coming year.

The ‘injunction will seek to pre- 
vent the city from using the con- 
nections already made by request- 
ing that the city be ‘restrained 
from dumping sewage into the 
trunk line, 

Not Used Since Completion. 
Built by the Levee Board at a 
cost of $328,412, the trunk line sewer 
has been unused since January, 
1937, when it was completed, be- 
cause East St: Louis and other 
communities it was to serve have 
been unable to pay the connection 

charges. 

A link of the trunk line joining 
it to the Cahokia Diversion Canal 
outlet, and previously constructed, 
cost $246,890, sending the total cost 
to $575,302, Kernan said. Connec- 
tion assessments for the municipali- 
ties, fixed by consulting engineers 
of the board after deduction of a 
$203,746 P W A grant, total $348,500. 

English declared the connection 
fees were unjust and amounted to 
double taxation because property 
owners in Lansdowne and the other 
communities to be served already 
are paying taxes to the board; and 
the connection fees would have to 
be raised by additional municipal 
taxes. 

Says Storm Water Is Admitted. 

Kernan pointed out that the Lans- 
downe connections being made ad- 
mitted storm water as well as house 
sewage to the trunk line, in defi- 
ance of the permit for the project 
issued by the Illinois Sanitary Wa- 
ter Board, which provides “the 
sewer will be used entirely for sani- 


tary sewage or industrial wastes 


and will not receive storm water.” 
Storm water is supposed to be di- 
rected into a drainage ditch built 
with the project. The city -has 
failed to carry out its plans for a 
new sewage system in Lansdowne 
to empty into the trunk line and 
ditch. 

Washington Park, Fairmont City, 
and National City are the other 
communities that were to connect 
with the trunk line. None has 
been able to raise the required fee. 
For years sewage from Lansdowne 
and the three villages has flowed 
into Schonberger Creek, an object 
of mosquito control last summer. 

J. B. Williamson, grocer and pres- 
ident of the Lansdowne Improve- 
ment Association, denounced the 


statement to the Post-Dispatch. 

“From the standpoint of civic 
welfare the board has no right to 
prevent the city from making .the 
connections,” he said. “It is not 
common sense to let the sewer lie 
idle while the health of Lansdowne 
residents is jeopardized.” 

A meeting of the association to 
protest against the action of the 
board would be called within a day 
or two, Williamson said.
